It focuses government rhetoric, despi- 
sing the legitímate demands of the peasants and miners, stigmati- 
zing and labeling them as ¡nfiltrated by the ¡nsurgency, creating an 
environment ¡n opinión, conducive to violent repression. 

The treatment that the government gives to the social protests - ie 
no uueapons polky of the popular sectors, is the real political labo¬ 
ratorio that defines uuhether there really is a desire for peace by the 
establishment. 

Santos protesters applied the same formula applies to the insur- 
gencio, to the peasants and miners are required to stop the protests 
and blockades and then discuss the content or list of demands, 
the insurgencY uuill require to disarm and demobilize and then talk 
about political change.
